46. Pucciniastrum Clemensiae Arthur et Cummins in Philippine Jour- 
Sci. LXI, p. 479 & pi. Ill, fig. 6, 1936. 

Hab. On Vitex Negundo L. ( Ninjinboku ). Formosa : —Prov. Taichu : Ren- 
gechi (Nov. 2,1932, Y. Hashioka). 

This species is new to Japan. It was newly described by Arthur and 
Cummins as a species of the genns Pucciniastrum, based upon a specimen of 
the uredostage on Vitex Negundo from the Philippines. The Formosan spe¬ 
cimen has also its uredostage only. 

47. Thekopsora Myrtillina Karsten, Myc. Fenn. IV, p. 59,1879. 

Hab. On Hugeria japonica Nakai ( Akushiba). Honshu :—-Prov. Hoki r 

Mt. Daisen (Aug. 9, 1936, Hiratsuka, f.). Hugeria japonica is a new host 
plant for the present fungus. 

48. Melampsora Yoshinagai Hennings in Hedwigia XLII, p. (108), 
1903. 

Hab. On Wikstrcemia trichotoma Mae. ( Ki-gampi ). Kiushu :—Prov. Chiku- 
go : Aburayama near Fukuoka (April 1, 1937, Y. Maki). 

The present species is new to Kiushu, and Wikstrcemia trichotoma is a new 
host plant for this species. 

49. Chrysomyxa Tsugae Hiratsuka, f. in Jour. Jap. Bot. XIII, p. 246, 
1937. 

Had. On Tsuga Sieholdii Carr. ( Tsuga ). Shikoku : —Prov. Tosa : Oreai- 
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yama (Taisho-mura) (June 4,1937, T. Wad a). New to Shikoku ! 

50. Crossopsora Sawadae (Sydow) Aethur et Cummins in Philippine 
Jour. Sei. LXI, p. 473 & pi. IV, fig. 1,1936. 

Syn. Cronartium Sawadce Sydow in Ann. Mye. XII, p. 109,1914. (Fuji- 
kuro in Transact. Nat. Hist. Soe. Formosa, no. 19, p. 10,1914 ; Hiratsuka, 
f. & PIashioka in Bot. Mag. Tokyo, LI, p. 42,1937; Sawada, Deseript. Cat. 
Formosan Fung. I, p. 347,1919). 

Hab. On Glochidion album Mull.-ArG. ( Ke-kanko-no-ki). Formosa :— 
Prov. Tainan : Kwanshirei (Oct. 30, 1908, K. Sawada, type !). 

51. Pucciniosira Clemensiae Arthur et Cummins in Philippine Jour. 
Sei. LXI, p. 465 & pi. II, fig. 2,1936. 

Hab. On Berberis Kawakamii Hayata (Kuromi-no-hebinoborazu). For¬ 
mosa :—Prov. Taihoku : Kirettoi (Mt. Nanko) (July 23, 1934, Y. Hashioka). 
Prov. Shinchiku : Mt. Izawa (Taiha Mts.) (July 14,1935, Y. Hashioka). 

This species is a new addition to the mycological flora of Japan, and Ber¬ 
beris Kawakamii is a new host plant for the present fungus. 

52. Pileolaria Pistaciae Tai et Wei in Sinensia, IV, p. 108 & text-fig. 39, 
1933. 

Syn. Pileolari i Clemensice Cummins in Ann. Myc. XXXV, p. 103 & text- 
fig. 5(p. 100), 1937. (Syn. nov .) 

Hab. On Pistacia chinensis Bunge ( Banshinboku ). Formosa'. —Prov. 
Takao : Kuraru (S. Suzuki). 

53. MaraYalia achroa (Sydow) Arthur et Cummins in Philippine Jour. 
Sei. LXI, p. 468 & pi. II, fig. 5,1936. 

Syn. Uromyees achrous Sydow in Ann. Myc. V, p. 491,1907. 

Hab. On Dalbergia sis so Roxb. ( Shisso-no-ki ) (cult.). Formosa :—Prov. 
Tainan. Prov. Taichu. Prov. Taito. Prov. Takao. 

This species is a new addition to the mycological flora of Japan. Through 
the kindness of Mr. Y. Hashioka, the writer has had an opportunity to exa¬ 
mine two specimens of the present fungus which were preserved in the Phy- 
topathological Divinity of Department of Agriculture, Glovermnent Research 
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Institute, Formosa. One of the specimens was collected in the province of 
Tainan* in May, 1937, and the other was obtained from the province of 
Takao* in May, 1937. According to the kind suggestion of Mr. Tsutome 
Miyake, Chief Plant Pathologist, Department of Agriculture, Government 
Research Institute, Formosa, the present fungus abundantly occurs in the 
southern provinces ; Taiehu, Tainan, Taito and Takao, and a rust disease 
caused by this fungus has seriously damaged the cultivation of Dalbergia 
sisso. 

54. Uromyces Genistae-tinctoriae (Pers.) Winter in Pilze Deutsehl. I,

Ifab. On Caragana Chamlagu Lam. (Mure-suzume)(cult.). Honshu :—Prov. 
Inaba : Tottori (Sept. 16,1937, Hiratsuka, f.). New to Honshu ! 

55. Puccinia Lapsanae (Cooke) Fuckel, Symb. Mye. p. 53, 1870. 

Ifab. On Lapsana Immilis Mak. ( Yabu-tabirako ). Formosa :—Prov. Tai- 
hoku : Urai (Oct. 16, 1932, Y. Hashioka). New to Formosa ! 

56. Puccinia liberta Kern in Myeologia, XI, p. 142,1919. 

Syn. Puccinia Eleocharidis (not Arthur) (Fujikuro in Bot. Mag. Tokyo, 
XXVIII, p. (423), 1914; Transact. Nat. Hist. Soc. Formosa, no. 19, p.4,1914; 
Jour. PI. Protect. VI, p. 446, 1919 ; Sawada, Descript. Cat. Formosan Fung. 
IV, p. 54,1928). 

Hab. On Heleocharis plantaginea Boeck. (EleocTiaris plantaginea R. Br.) 
(Kuro-gawai). Formosa :—Prov. Taiehu : Suisha (Oct. 31, 1907, R. Suzuki). 

This species distinctly differs from Puccinia Eleocharidis Arthur in having' 
much smaller uredospores. 

57. Puccinia Caricis.siderostictae Dietel in Ann. Myc. VI, p. 224,1908. 
Hab. On Carex siderosticta Hance. (Taganeso). Kiushu : —Prov. Duzen: 

Mt. Hikosan (Nov. 1, 1936, E. Tobinaga). New to Kiushu !

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58. Puccinia Lophatheri (Sydow) Hiratsuka, f. comb. nov.

IV, p. 311, 1935 ; Yoshi¬ 
naga & Hiratsuka, f. in Bot. Mag. Tokyo, XLIV, p. 646, 1930). 

Hab. On Zoysia macrostachya FranCh. et Sav. (Not Ischcenmm muticum 
L.) ( Oni-shiba ). Honshu Prov. Inaba : Hamasaka near Tottori (Aug. 20, 
1937, Hiratsuka, f.). Shikoku : —Prov. Tosa: Misato-mura (Dec. 7, 1913, T. 
Yoshinaga, type !); Tochi-mura (Dee. 12,1929, T. Yoshinaga). 

In the original description of the present species and its previous records 
made by Yoshinaga and the writer, its host plant has been erroneously re¬ 
corded as Ischcemum muticumL.

Hab. On Diplachne serotina Link var. aristata Hack. (Chosen-gariyasu).

Higo : Toyomizu-mura (March 8, 1935, E. Tobinaga) ; Ariake-mura (July 18, 
1935, E. Tobinaga). New to Kiushu !

Hab. On Eulalia quadrinervis 0. Kuntze (. Pollinia quadrinervis Hack.)

63. Puccinia himalensis (Barcl.) Dietel in Engler-Prantl, Xatiirl. 
Pflanzenfam. 1,1. Abt.**, p. 63, 1897. 

Hab. On Brachypodium japonicum MiQ. ( Yama-kamojigusa ). Kiushu :— 
Prov. Higo : Mt. Iehibusa (Jan. 1,1936, K. Ide). Xew to Kiushu ! 

64. Aecidium niitakense Hiratsuka, f. nov. spec. 

Spermogoniis plerumque epipbyllis, paucis aggregatis, primo rufo-melleis, 
tanclem subatris, subepidermalibus, minutis, 100~150 p diam. 

Aecidiis bypopbyllis, paucis (2-^24) in greges minutos 1~5 mm diam., bre- 
viter cylindraceis, 200^280 p diam., margine albo subtiliter firme conjunctis, 
irregularibus, plerumque subrbomboideis, 30~48 X 20~33 p, pariete exteriore 
verrucoso-striato, 6~10 p erasso, interioxe dense grosseque verrucoso, usque 
6 p erasso; aseidiosporis globosis, subglobosis vel obovatis, dense verrueulosis, 
subhyalinis, 18~27 X 15^23 p ; episporio 1^1.5 p erasso.

Hab. On Scutellaria indica L. var. japonica Franch. et Sav. ( Tatsu - 

nCtmisd ). Kiushu Prov. Higo : Fumoto-mura (May 17, 1936, E. Tobinaga)- 
Xew to Kiushu!
